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Ife Alopbiſut, being broughit by the greateſt perfection tm 


in an other to the ſmalleſt liberty in himſelfe , hauing the foundation of 
his choice ſo firme as it cannot decaye, and finding the place of his im⸗ 
pꝛiſonment ſo ſtronge as he cannot eſcape: wilbe at the Tilts ende vr⸗ 
on thetwo and twentie dap of lanuaric next enlewing, at one of the 
Clocke in the afternodne, there to defend and mainetapne againſt all 
men wholoeuer,foz ſire courſes a perte, the whole ſixe, 02 any ol the ſire Articles Which ſol⸗ 
low, whereunto he challengeth all, that either Honnoꝛ any Lady , whom they map bꝛagge 
of foʒ any woozth : oꝛ ſerue a Miſtreſſe, which hath reaſon to boaſt of her lelfe loꝛ any btautte, 
by theſe firſt thꝛee Articles. 


The fyrſt, that his Miſtreſſe is for Beautie of her face, and the Grace of her perſon, the meſte per- 
felt creature, that euer either the eye of man hath held, the Arte of Nature hath framed, or the com. 
paſſe of che earth hath enioyed. 

2 The ſecond, that it is as impoſſible for any * whoſoꝛuer, to abide the beames of his Miſtreſſe 
looke, as for the Clou des to endure the ſhining and appearing ofthe Sunne, and chat the one doorh 
not ſooner vaniſh at the ſhewing of the Sunne, then the other will ſodenly fade at the preſen ce ct his 
Miſireſle, 

3 The thitde, that the per fections ofhis Miſtreſſe, are in number ſo infynite, in quality ſo exccl- 
lent, and in operation ſo effectuall, as ſne by the helpe of them, and they by the direction of her, doo 
make more men without liberty, and more bodyes w ahour harts, then any, or all the women in the 
world beſides. | 

And becauſe Callophiſus douteth that the taking vppon him a quarell which is ſo iuſt on 
his ſyde, will make that he ſhall haue none to defend the contrary againſt him , and that the 
woozthpneſle of his miſtreſſe will ſteale away the Seruaunts ofother Ladpes, he will with 
one onely aſſiſtaunt, challenge all that either haue opinion in the conſtancy of thep; locue , 0 


alluraunce in the greatnes of their affection, by theſe other thee Articles. 
4 be fyrſt, that Callephiſus for his faith will yeelde to none, and for his loyalty Joorh thinke 


himſelfe abooue all, and in theſe two reſpects pronouncerh himſelfe moſte woorthy to be accepted 
into fauor with his Miſtreſſe. or to recciue grace at the hands of the fayreſt. 


The ſecond, that the good will and affection of Callaphiſus to his Miſtreſſe, is for impreſſion ſo 
deepe, for continuaunce ſo laſting, and for paſſion ſo extreame, as it. 15 impoſſible for any other to 


carry ſo perfect looue, or to conceaue the like affection. 
6 The thyrde, that thoſe aduentures and hazards, which cannot but be moſte ſower, to any other 


for the pleaſing of any Lady (whom they Honour) are moſtę ſweete vnto him, for the contentment 
of the Miſtreſſe whom he ſerueth. | 

Ind ifthep neither will contend with him foz the ſupertozitie of his Miſtreſſe in woozthy- 
neſſe,noz foz the pꝛerogatiue ofhimſelfe in affection, hauing not theyꝛ iudgement vapled with 
ſo perctall an humoꝛ as map leade them to reſiſt of manileſt and open trueth , and doubting a 
bad lucteſſe in a w2ong opinion. becauſe Veritas vincet omnia, then will he, his ſapd aſſiſtant, 
with all ſuch, runne ſirecourſes , to topne with them in honouring of his Miſtreſſe, which 
hath no equall, and expzeſling of his affection which cannot be matched.
